The speaker also mentioned the 
menace of the curbside gas pump, 

which today are becoming a nuisance 
end on account of their unneeded fre 
quency and with regard to the enforce 
ment of correct traffic regulations on 
our streets. The province is large 
enough, he said, that there is no need 
ef congestion in any center, and the 
‘new Act would greatly assist in plan 
ning for larger and better things a- 
long all lines of beautification. Al- 
berta is recognised as a wonderful pro 
vince, and the new scheme would en- 
hance this still more. 

Towns as wells as farms, are usu- 
ally laid out in a somewhat haphazard 
manner, and Wainwright was not

Representatives of the Dominion 
Seed branch are at present in the rur 
al districts checking closely all seed 
be.ng placed on the market by grow 
ers and seedsmen, according to a 
statement made by G. M. Stewart, 
chief inspector. A close tab is being 
kept on all field crop seeds as well 
as vegetable seeds. Flower seeds were 
a.so receiving attention to see that 
the containers were marked with the

Mr Stewart explained that the re- 
presentatives of the department were 
working throughout the whole prov.- 
iace.

PRAIRIE FIRES 
CAUSES Ble LOSS 


PRAIRIE FIRES ACT TO BE 
STRICTLY ENFORCED FOR 
COMING SEASON 

Several serious prairie fires in the 
southern part of the province have 
resulted in considerable destruction 
of farm property as well as grass on 
the ranges It is pointed out by Benj. 
Lewton, Provincial Game and Fire 
commissioner, that those who find it 
necessary to set fires should take 
every precaution to prevent it from 
escaping, and anyone driving through 
the country should | refrain from 
throwing lighted matches and live 
cigar or cigarette stubs away before 
they are extinguished. 

The burning of stubble on grain 
helds in the past has resulted in con- 
siderable damage from fires which 
have been allowed to escape. It is con 
sidered that the iong stubble and 
straw left on grain fields where com 
bine harvesters have been used may 


| prove to be even more serious menace 


where this is burned preparatory to 
plowing. Tt would be well for all who 
find it.necessary to burn the stubble 
of this kind to take special precau- 
tions even in addition to those provid 
vd for by The Prairie Fires Act. 
Where burning is to be done at 


any season of the year for the pur- 


| pose of destroying stubble, straw or 


bush, or where it is considered nec- 
essary to utilize fire for the clearing 
cf land a fire guard is required, and 
the fire in every instance must be 


| watched by three adult persons, equip 


ped with suitable appliances for the

are prompted to write that there is 
considerable truth in the old saying— 
“Never put anything into your ear 
smaller than your elbow”. It is a mis 
take which many mothers make, that 
cr trying to remove wax from deep 
in the ear. If wax does collect there, 
‘and it not frequently does tothe ex- 
tent of interfering with hearing, it 
should be removed by a doctor. Im- 
proper means of removal may do con 
siderable permanent harm. — 

It is into the mouth, however ra- 
ther than into the ear, that so many 
things go which certainly do not be- 
long there. Food, drink and tooth- 
brush are the only objects which 
should go into the mouth, although 
fingers, car-tickets and money are 
often placed there. The simple reason 
why the later should not happen is 
that it is through th mouth most dis 
tase germs enter the body. Anything 
which may be soiled with human sec 
retions should bé kept out of the 
, mouth, because such secretions may 
| carry disease germs. The car-ticket 
given out by the conductor, frequently 
with fingers moistened with saliva and 
| then handled by our hands or gloves 
which have touched many things that 
| right ‘be soiled by saliva or other 

secretions should not go into the 
| mouth 
| In most cases, there is no actual 
danger because disease germs in gen 
eral die uiqckly outside of the human 
body by drying. However, to avoid the 
very, real danger that does lie in this 
habit it is necessary to develop the 
opposite habit of never placing in the 
| mouth things which are out of place 
‘there. 

It is through the consistent practice 
of such habits that each one of us 
can do much to ensure protection 
from disease. It may seem to be a 
small thing, but it is one of the small 
things which have an effect beyond 
what one who did not see their impor 
tance would expect. 

Keep things where they belong, and 
#0, keep disease germs out of the 
mouth.

Attention is drawn to the =) 
iousness of this pest in Pamphlet 103 | 
of the Department of Agriculture at | 
Ottawa issued by the Entomological 


Branch. The pamphlet shows a method | 


of controlling the pest which consists 
of a rider holding a springy pole a- 
cross a horse’s back with a bag of 
poisan dust suspended from each end 
As the rider crosses and recrosses 
the field the travelling of the horse 
jolts the bag allowing the dust to fall 
and spread over the crop. This army 
wcrm is troublesome in the garden 
attacking such plants as cabbages, 
corn, peas and beans. This insect 
though inconspicuous for many years 
caused destruction last season on all 
of the Prairie Provinces.
